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Claims 

1. ' The use of a multimodal polyethylene composition 

. having a. MWD of 2 to 10 and comprising as comonomers to 
ethylene at least two C^.^^ alpha olefins in injection 
5 moulding. 

2. Use as claimed in claim 1 wherein said at least 
two alpha olefins are selected from but-l-ene, hex-1- 
ene, 4-methyl-pent-l-ehe, hept-l-efie, oct-l-ene, and 

10 dec-l-ene. 

3 . Use as claimed in claim 2 wherein said at least 
two alpha olefins kre selected from but-l-ene and hex- 
1-ene. . .

4. : Use as claimed in claim 3 wherein said 
polyethylene composition comprises an ethylene/l-butene 
copolymer fraction and either an an ethylene/ 1-hexene 
copolymer fraction or an ethylene/l-butene/l-hexene 

20 terpolymer fraction. 

5. An injection moulded article produced from a 
multimodal polyethylene composition having a MWD of 2 
to 10 and conprising as comonomers to ethylene at least 

25 two alpha olefins. 

6. An article as claimed in claim 5 comprising a 
bimodal polyethylene composition comprising
